have

offendei 
against the proprieties as to meri 
the public condemnation of the pres 
ident of the United States is a thing 
unprecedented. It is yet too early to 
judge w^hether President Roosevelt’s 
structures will have serious aniS 
ing effed upon the influence of the 
journals involved. Certainly no even 
of recent years has caused such a 
flurry in the journalistic circles of 
Park Row, and even here opinion Is 
divided as to the merits of the con 
troversy. 
'Pew persons were surprised v/hen 
the president attack ed the Sun. What 
ever else he may he, Mr. Roosvelt 
is earnest, direct and natural—a “man 
with the bark on.” The Sun is a jour 
nal of ciriumlociition. 
It is utterly 
lack ing in the capacity for staunch 
and steadfast adherence to a policy 
It is bright, v.\Uty, satirical, much giv­ 
en to classical allusion and caustic 
criticism, but as devoid of construe 
tive principles hs a Mexican dog of 
hal*. 
W hat Voltaire was among waiters 
the 
Sun 
is 
among newspapeis—a 
cynic and a mock er, laughing at al 
the world, and hiding its own supe­ 
rior wisdom in a multiplicity of words 
The great Frenchman himself.' dis­ 
pensing bitter insults in sugar ccated 
pills of flattery and abject apology, 
could ’ hardly 
have 
surpassed the 
Sim’s brief “compliments” to The pres­ 
ident. ' Between a man lik e Roosevelt 
and a newspaper lik e the Sun, there 
must of necessity be a natural and 
bitter antipathy. The presideni’c sav­ 
age onslaught was a thing to be ex 
pected.

Follow the bath with this ex ercise, 
which stimulates the nerves without 
the ex penditure of nerve force: 
Stand with the weight of the body 
on the left foot, the right fix ed lightly 
on the floor a little in advance of it 
Raise siowly the right arm to the level 
of the shoulder, then move arm in a 
circle from right to left and reverse.
